The talks here last April have 
so far yielded little In the way 
of concrete results, but there are 
signs of a loosening-up In ordin- 
ary relationships between the 
two countries, 

The way has been opened for 
a restricted form of tourist travel 
by Britons to the Soviet Union, 
numerous exchanges of cultural, 
parliamentary and technical 
parties are In progress and high 
level talks are opening In Lon- 
don this week about increased 
Anglo-Soviet trade. 

The Rugsians have stopped the 
jamming of British broadcasts 
to the Soviet Union, though the 
British Broadvasting Corporation 
transmissions to Communist 

are still being jammed. 

One development of interna- 
onal concern, which has taken 
place since the visit here of the
